NE day not long ago a battered 


Robinson Drilling Co. of 
Salt Lake City combines both 
types of drilling successfully 
in covering tri-state area.

Chrysler, its underside dented 
from many bumps on rock back 
roads, drove up to a Bucyrus-Erie 
36-L spudder set up at the base of 
a high escarpment in the rugged 
mountainous country southwest of 
Huntington, Utah. The 36-L was 
idle. As the car drove up, the driller 
and his helper, with worried looks 
on their faces, stepped out of the 
winterized shack around the ma- 
chine. 

“What’s wrong?” asked the man in 
the Chrysler. 

The driller frowned. “We lost part 
of our bit, Mr. Robinson. It looks 
to me like the point broke off in 
three pieces. There’s about as much 
metal down there as there would be 
if we dropped three sledge-hammers 
in the hole.” 

The oil well drilling part of the 

Robinson firm is controlled by its 


founder, H. M., shown here with his 
future driller grandson VanCraig. 
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Boxed in for drill- 
ing under winter 
conditions, Robin- 
son’s 36-L works in 
wild, remote country 
south of Price, Utah.

The big man grinned genially and 
got out of the car. Far from showing 
any annoyance with the situation, he 
said, “I'll show you how to get them 
out. We'll take a piece of casing and 
make a basket. We'll cut some long 
fingers to curl under, and we'll pick 
up every piece when we put a little 
pressure on the thing. Maybe we'll 
get ’em all the first pass.” 

H. M. Robinson, founder of Rob- 
inson Drilling Co, of Salt Lake City, 
knew what he was talking about. 
Over a quarter century of rough- 
necking, pipelining, drilling and 
running his own spread, all over the 
nation, had taught him many tricks. 
The basket was successful. Lowered 
in the hole, it was set near the bro- 
ken bit points. After just a little pres- 
sure had been exerted by the tool 
string to close the slim fingers, Rob- 
inson gave the signal to hoist away.

When the basket came up, all the 
iron came with it. 

Robinson is the last man in the 
world to advocate fishing jobs as a 
mark of skill, however. While some 
are unavoidable, of course, he be- 
lieves that most are caused by care- 
lessness of one kind or another. It 
is his belief, after many years of ex- 
perience, that the function of a drill 
is to sink holes, not to sit by while 
expensive fishing jobs are done. 
Nevertheless, in emergencies, Robin- 
son or his son DeVere — also a part- 
ner in the organization —are the 
men the drillers turn to. 


Cover Tri-State Area 


The father-and-son Robinson 
team, whose principals boast that 
they have never had a cross word 
with each other in their lives, covers 
a tri-state area with an unusual drill- 
ing program. Utah, Nevada and Wy- 
oming is the territory for the Robin- 
sons, and they have proved beyond 
a doubt that oil and water do mix, 
especially in the drilling business. 

The company has brought in pro- 
ducing water wells ranging in capac- 
ity to 2,400 gpm in the Salt Lake 
City area, and has moved outside 
that area to bring in important oil 
fields. Not too long ago the senior 
Robinson brought in a 150-barrel 
discovery well from a shallow 1,400- 
foot formation near LaBarge, Wyo. 
Joe Minton, Superintendent — for 
Qualey Oil Co., which later sold the 
well to Wasatch Oil Co., was no 
more pleased with that job than the 





superintendent of a mine near Price, 
Utah. The mining company discov- 
ered that it needed a 6-in. shaft 100 
feet through solid rock, so that a 
cable in the rigging system could 
pass through. The company called 
Robinson Drilling Co. in a hurry, 
and a drill was sent immediately. 
The 100-ft. hole was sunk in short 
order, working day and night. 

All types of water wells — domes- 
tic, municipal, industrial and irriga- 
tion — mine exploration shafts, and 
oil wells up to 5,000 feet deep all 
are grist for the Robinson business 
mill. While the Robinson family 
leans heavily toward Cadillacs and 
Buicks, now that success has come, 
not a day goes by that H. M. and his 
son both make sure they have rough 
work clothes in their cars. The sen- 
ior Robinson brought DeVere up the 
hard way: on the business end of 
drilling machinery. DeVere is now

an equal partner in the business with 
his father, but there is nothing on 
the field end he cannot do, even to 
picking up a welding torch to dem- 
onstrate to skeptic welders that “im- 
possible” jobs can be done. 

It is one of the most natural part- 
nerships ever created. DeVere likes 
water well work and the manage- 
ment of the business end. H. M. 
Robinson is still a dyed-in-the-wool 
oil man. He loves oil and everything 
that goes with it. Thus it is perfectly 
natural to split the business along 
these lines. 

Although the Robinsons for years 
have headquartered at their ma- 
chines, at their homes, or anywhere 
their automobiles may happen to be, 
plans are under way for a central 
office at 39th South and 5th Street 
East in Salt Lake City. They have 
purchased a 214-acre plot of ground 
at this location, and it is already in 
use as a storage spot for machinery, 
tools, bits, and supplies. 


The company now owns four 
drills: a Bucyrus-Erie 36-L spudder, 
a Bucyrus-Erie 24-L machine, and 
two Fort Worth spudders, one a 
model Jumbo D. Most of these rigs 
work 24 hours a day, especially on 
important assignments. 


Water Well Work 

Most of the water weli work is 
centered around the Salt Lake area, 
although wells are often brought in 
for neighboring towns and farmers 
in outlying agricultural areas. Salt 
Lake City is situated near the center 
of ancient Lake Bonneville, a great 
inland body of water which once 
covered an area from Nephi, Utah, 
north to Southern Idaho, The lake 
bottom material on which the cities 
and towns now rest is over 1,000 feet 
thick. Wherever any sizable previous 
lenses can be found in this material, 
fresh water is usually present. Rob- 
inson once drilled a 3,000-ft. hole 
in the area and eventually got down

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to a dense igneous parent rock, close- 
ly resembling argillite. 

Much water well business comes in 
from. satisfied customers, or from 
other people who have heard about 
the Robinson position of leadership 
in Salt Lake’s drilling industry. The 
firm also has a classified telephone 
listing, and follows the drilling per- 
mits issued by the State to people 
who want permission to tap the 
underground water supply. 

Wells vary in depth, but 300 feet 
is a fair average. The 24-L is the 
workhorse of the water well drilling 
program. It has knocked out as high 
as six feet an hour in some of the 
average formations. According to 
DeVere Robinson, who often runs 
the machine himself, it has sufficient 
weight and stamina to punch hole 
through quartz, although that is one 
of the hardest formations in the 
vicinity. 

Both partners are sincerely inter- 
ested in producing ample water 
for their customers. Nothing makes 
them happier than to bring in wells 
like the 2,400-gpm gusher drilled re- 
cently in Salt Lake City. People look- 
ing for conscientious drillers know 
this, and they keep coming back for 
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repeat orders of the Robinson treat- 
ment. 


Oil is H. M.’s Baby 

To bring light into H. H. Robin- 
son’s eyes, all you have to do is men- 
tion oil. 

“It’s funny what a man will go 
through to find it,” said he with a 
smile. “I remember one zero night 
in the snow on a bitterly cold prairie 
in Wyoming. Mrs. Robinson, two 
girls and a boy were caught with me 
in a pickup truck. 

“We nearly froze to death that 
night. My wife and I tried to sleep 
in the back end of the truck bed. 
The kids slept in the cab. The next 
morning we skittered around like 
fiddler crabs trying to get a sage- 
brush fire started.” 

Oil has done something to Robin- 
son. There is something in the senior 
Robinson’s makeup reminiscent of 
pioneer days. The big, 6-ft. 200- 
pounder has the atmosphere of an 
explorer in his character, and it stirs 
the imagination of those who know 
him. 

He and Mrs. Robinson, still su- 
premely happy following an oil drill, 
are currently living in Huntington, a 





small town 22 miles south of Price 
and about 140 miles southeast of Salt 
Lake. The 36-L is with them. It is 
set up on a wildcat site on Govern- 
ment land far down in remote moun- 
tain country where weird erosions, 
over the centuries, have changed the 
terrain into fantastic shapes. 

The 36-L is working on a rental 
basis for Utah Southern Oil Co. of 
Salt Lake City, which hopes to bring 
in a producing oil well from the 
4,000-ft. level. Geologists have high 
hopes. There is a coal mine, owned 
by the Mormon Church, not far from 
the drill, and producing gas has 
already been brought in from higher 
levels. Already enough nuisance gas 
has been developed in the current 
well to cause a couple of minor fires 
in the cellar. 

The 36-L spudder moved in Octo- 
ber 6, and by November 28 was 
2.300 feet down in the earth’s crust. 
It is natural cable tool country, be- 
cause no underground water seems 
to exist. A rotary machine, working 
on the mountain top about three 
miles away, has been beaten all hol- 
low by the spudder, chiefly because 
the lack of underground water inter- 
feres with mud circulation on the 
rotary machine. 

The formations at the site vary. 


Near the surface, there is about 80 
feet of gravel and conglomerate, 
eroded from the nearby mountains. 
The exact depth of subterranean for- 
mations is an oil company secret, but 
below the gravel formation there lies 
a layer of Upper Mancos shale, then 
a layer of Emery sandstone; then the 
Middle Mancos shales, and finally 
the Ferron sandstone formation. It 
is from this dense sandstone that 
geologist hope to hit production. 
When The Driller visited the job, 
the husky 36-L was down in the 
Middle Mancos, slogging it out day 
and night at a speed of about 24 
blows a minute at 2,300-ft. depth. 
Because of winter weather, a tin 
shack, heated by an oil fired heater, 
had been rigged around the ma- 
chine. ‘There will be no interfer- 
ence, even if snow flies heavily, be- 
cause a bituminous road leads up to 
the coal mine and Robinson has 
brought in a Jeep to cover the dirt 
road leading to the machine if con- 
ditions get bad. With 1,000 gallons 
of fuel reserve in a large tank at the 
site, and only 1l-gph used by the 
Cummins 150 hp diesel on the 36-L, 
Robinson figures he can weather 
practically any kind of major storm. 


For this particular job, he is using 


a 10-in. bit eight feet long with a

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5-in, joint. A 6-in. drill stem 23 feet 
long is being used. Big-hole jars are 
also being used, with 414-in. joints, 
and the rope socket is 31% feet long. 
The main drilling line consists of 
5,000 feet of left-lay, 6x19 hemp 
center wire rope, supplied by a local 
distribution house. A ]-in. casing 
line had been rigged six ways 
through a 3-part set of blocks to 
make the heavy lift when casing was 
to be installed in the hole. 

Working around the clock on this 
setup, the 36-L was drilling as high 
as 100 feet on some days, even in 
shales and sandstone. 


A Driller’s Background 


H. M. Robinson can say literally 
that he has been a driller all his life. 
Born in Pennsylvania around the 
turn of the century, he came out to 
a drill spread on an oilfield in Illi- 
nois as a youngster, and landed what 
work he could find: pipelining, der- 
rick work, or roustabout help. He 
then went to Louisiana to rough- 
neck in the oil fields. 

This led eventually to a driller’s 
job in Louisiana and Oklahoma. In 
1919 he left Oklahoma and moved 
to Texas, where he hoped to set up 
his own drill business. Nobody re- 
members the depression better than 
he. By 1931 he was down to drill 
prices of one dollar per foot. Stark 
ruin lay ahead. 

Robinson had a relative who was 
a water well driller at that time in 
Salt Lake City. For years he had ap- 
parently gotten along fine. Robinson 
did some letter writing; then did 
some negotiating and bidding on a 
well needed at the Utah State Peni- 
tentiary. The Texan was successful. 

With the last money he could 
muster, Robinson shipped a Fort 
Worth spudder from Texas to Salt 
Lake. Two old steam powered rigs 
which he also owned, were left in 
Texas. Presumably during World 
War II some enterprising junk man 
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The firm’s 36-L drilled this 12-in. 
well to 850 feet to produce a 
steady flow of 2,000 gpm of water. 


picked them up and put them to 
work for Uncle Sam’s war effort. But 
Robinson realized his destiny lay in 
Utah. 

The penitentiary well was a good 
one, and it led to an assignment for 
nine water wells for the City of 
Ogden. Then Salt Lake City gave 
him a contract in 1933-34 for seven 
more wells. The water well business 
has continued to multiply in this 
fashion. 

It was inevitable, of course, when 
oil discoveries began to show in the 
Rock Springs and Evanston section 
of nearby Wyoming that Robinson 
should enter this work. At the pres- 
ent time one of his Fort Worth spud- 
ders is engaged in oil work in Ne- 
vada. Like the Huntington setup, it 
is a complete entity. There is an

Oklahoma 

Oklahoma water conservation 
problems are being studied by a new 
group, formed at the call of Gov- 
ernor Murray. Named the Oklaho- 
ma Water Conservation Assoc., the 
group includes representatives of 
municipal, industrial, agricultural 
water control, irrigation, recreation 
and wildlife and flood control-navi- 
gation interests. 


Oregon 

Oregon water resources and their 
best utilization are under study by 
a new water resources committee 
created by the 1953 state legislature.

Oregon is among the problems being 
considered by the committee, which 


will report its recommendations to 
the 1955 legislature. 


Louisiana 

In an example of the spreading

sey’s right to 100,000,000 gallons of 
water daily from the river. 

New York State is granted the 
right by the bill to withdraw from 
the Delaware River 800,000,000 gal- 
lons of water daily, compared with 
440,000,000 gallons presently author- 
ized. In return, New York State 
would be required to maintain a flow 
in the river of 1,150,000,000 gallons 
daily. This would be accomplished 
by New York releasing sufficient wa- 
ter from its reservoirs to meet the re- 
quirement. 


Colorado 


In another significant water sup- 
ply development, the Colorado State 
Water Conservation Board in mid- 
December voted approval of the pro- 
posed $1,500,000,000 Colorado River 
storage plan and also endorsed Den- 
ver’s request for western slope water 
from the Blue River near Dillon. 

Study of Colorado’s water re- 
sources, including feasibility of the 
$100,000,000 project for the diver- 
sion of western slope water through 
a tunnel under the Continental Di- 
vide to Denver’s expanding metro- 
politan area, has been proceeding 
with the aid of $100,000 appropria- 
tion granted by the 1953 state legis- 
lature. 


Ohio 

Director A. W. Marion of the 
Ohio Natural Resources Department 
was instructed recently by Governor 
Lausche to proceed with a study of 
the feasibility of providing perma- 
nent water supplies to Ohio commu- 
nities by pipeline from the Ohio 
River and Lake Erie. 

As other parts of a long-range wa- 
ter program, the Ohio governor en- 
visions: Impoundment of head water 
streams by dams to serve the multi- 
purpose of water supply, flood con-

trol and recreation; a reforestation 
program to impede runoff and to 
encourage rainfall to soak into the 
ground, thus replenishing the state’s 
falling water table; and the removal 
of pollution from the state’s streams. 

Noting that a legal question had 
been raised about the right to take 
water from Lake Erie or the Ohio 
River for diversion to another water- 
shed, Lausche said this was not con- 
templated. He explained the water 
would be piped only to inland com- 
munities within the same watershed 
so the discharge after use would re- 
turn eventually to the source of 
supply.

clamp is screwed down onto this 
gasket it is forced against the pipe. 
Consequently a full 360° pressure is 
exerted on the pipe to make it grip 
the insert fittings tightly. Connec- 
tions made in this way are literally 
stronger than the pipe itself. 


This new clamp makes possible 
the installation of completely plastic 
pipe lines. Prior to its development, 
a steel clamp was used for insert 
connections. Like all Carlon pipe, 
this plastic clamp is impervious to 
rot, rust and electrolytic corrosion 
and can be used in most adverse 
conditions.
